LABOR-SAVING  MACHINERY. 

The  saving  in  the  operation*  ol  hus¬ 
bandry  l.y  the  use  of  modern  implement* 
and  methods  is  equal  to  one-half  the  for¬ 
mer  coat  of  working.  By  tha  improved 
plow,  labor  equivalent  to  that  of  one 
bone  in  three  is  saved.  By  means  of  drills 
two  bushels  of  seed  will  go  as  far  a*  three 
bushel*  scattered  broadcast.  Tha  plants 
come  up  in  rows,  and  may  be  tended  by 
bora*  hoea;  being  in  th*  Itottoua*  of  little 
furrows,  tha  ground  crumbles  down  against 
the  plant,  which  i*  not  so  readily  htnrtd 
tat  by  th*  winter**  froat.  The  reaping 
machine  is  a  saving  of  move  than  one- 
third  of  the  labor  when  it  cats  and  rakes, 
aad  will  eventually  aava  fully  three-fourth* 
when  it  ia  made  to  bind  automatically,  aa 
it  shortly  will  be.  Th*  threshing  machine 
ia  a  saving  of  twa-third*  on  the  old  hand 
flail  mode.  Th?  roet -cutter*  for  stork  in 
England,  and  in  tome  place*  ia  tha  North¬ 
ern  Slate*  end  Canada,  much  reduc*  the 
labor  of  winter  feeding.  The  aavtng  in 
the  labor  of  handling  hay  ia  the  field  and 
i  by  mean*  of  home  rake*  and  b»r*e 
bay  torn  in  equal  to  one-half.  With  tha 
exception  of  tbe  grain  drill,  which  had  a 
precarious  existence  previous  to  1778,  all 
heae  improvement*  have  been  commenc.-d 
and  brought  to  the  present  relative  perfec¬ 
tion  within  tha  caatery  sow  closing.  —

The  MelhtJitl  under  tbe  caption  of  "  A

The  new  acienoe  in  it*  turn  ha*  been  revo 
liitionizcd  within  the  last  twenty  years  so 
that  its  friend*  of  old  hardly  know  it.  We 
were  taught  in  uur  youth  Gist  light,  heat 
and  electricity  were  sutetanre*;  now  they 
are  only  modes  of  motion.  We  have  heard 
the  law  ot  gravitation  “  spoken  disre 
spectfuily  of'  lately;  we  have  heard 
doubts  expressed  ss  to  the  reality  of  the 
supposed  connection  between  the  “bioon 
and  the  tide*.  Shsll  we  not  l>e  permitted 
t*  held  last  to  God's  providence  till  onr 
speculative  friends  give  us  somA-thiug  in¬ 
stead  that  will  stay  Died  at  least  while  we 
are  lying  to  it  ? 

Tliq  conflict  between  religion  and  sci¬ 
ence  is  assumed  to  b*  chiefly  in  regard  :  to 
the  sge  of  the  world  ;  to  the  age  of  man  ; 
to  the  primitive  conditio i  of  man;  to  tbe 
flood  ;  to  the  method  of  creation.  Tbe 
Bible  tells  us  that  the  world  waa  made  in 
the  beginning.  Science  does  not  give  us 
any  more  definite  information  ou  tbe  sab- 
j  et.  The  Bible  does  not  give  the  date  of 
tbe  creation  of  man.  bnt  represents  it  a* 
late  in  the  history  af  the  world.  Acience 
tells  the  same  story.  Attempts  to  make  a 
primitive  chronology  from  th*  Bible  are 
fallacious,  as  ia  shown  by  tbe  exietiag  dia 
agreement*  of  1408  years  in  estimate*
